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STRONGERACTION 
ON NARCOTICS 
ADDICTION URGED 


Cabinet Committee Rec- 


ommends Stiffer 


Prison Terms, More 


Agents, Co-operation. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP) 
<A cabinet committee yester- 
day recommended stiffer prison 
terms, more enforcement agents 
and great co-ordination of fed- 
eral-state drives to combat 
illegal traffic in narcotics. 

The White House released 
the report along with a recom- 
mendation by President Eisen- 
hower for “effective action” by 
federal, state and local govern- 
ments. 

Mr. Eisenhower ordered the 
study by a five-department com- 
mittee 14 months ago to stamp 
out narcotic addiction and the 
crimes it causes. 

Fewer Than Expected. 

The committee, headed by 
Secretary of the Treasury 
George M. Humphrey, declared 
“the existence of one addict is 
one addict too many,” but it 
added the estimate of 60,000 
addicts in this country “is not 
as high as had been expected.” 

Humphrey said the _ report 
and its legislative proposals 
would be sent to Congress. Mr. 
Eisenhower transmitted it to 
Gov. Arthur B. Langlie of 
Washington, chairman of the 
National Governors’ Conference. 

The President told Langlie 
he was sure all “are in agree- 
ment that the narcotics prob- 
lem demands our prompt and 
thoughtful attention to the end 
that effective action may be 
taken in our respective fields 
of responsibility.” 

The committee also included 
the heads of the State, Defense, 


Health and Justice Depart- 
ments. 
Its report said the group 


“was heartened to find that the 
number of juvenile addicts is 
smaller than had been thought. 

One Bureau of Narcotics sur- 
vey indicated 13 per cent of re- 
ported addicts in 1943-54 were 
under 21. Of these, only 12.4 
per cent were under 18 

Without spelling out the 
penalties, the committee recom- 
mended more severe maximum 
sentences for first and subse- 
quent offenders, particularly the 
commercial type of trafficker 
who doesn't use narcotics him- 
self but pushes them for profit 

Other Recommendations. 

Among the other recom- 
mendations 

An increase in the present 

250-man force of federal nar- 
cotic agents and presumably 
larger appropriations than the 
$3,000,000 budget proposed for 
the enforcement bureau operat- 
ing under the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

Wider latitude for the courts 
to commit addict-violators for a 
period of hospital treatment, 
followed by closé supervision. 

Legislation empowering the 
Narcotics Bureau to license the 
manufacture of synthetic drugs 
with properties similar‘to nar- 
cotics. 

The committee said there are 
“continuing indications that the 
illicit drug traffic, though still 
supposedly profitable, has been 
recognized by the underworld 
as increasingly hazardous.” 

However, it added, “Officers 
enforcing the narcotic laws feel 
strongly that their activities 
have been severely curtailed by 
a series of adverse court. de- 
cisions” on arrests, search and 
the use of evidence. 


COMPTON AND LINDBERGH 
ON AIR ACADEMY BOARD 


Arthur Holly Compton, for- 
mer chancellor of Washington 
University, and Charles A. Lind- 
bergh today were named by 
President Eisenhower to a board 
of visitors to the new United 
States Air Force Academy. 

The principal duty of the 
board is to inspect academy fa- 
cilities and review the operation 


of the institution, temporarily 
housed at Lowry Air Force 
Base, Colo. Lindbergh, a re- 


serve Air Force general, was a 
member of the commission 
which picked Colorado Springs 
as the site of the academy 
Another member of the com- 
mission, Gen. Carl Spaatz, Air 
Force (retired), has also been 
named to the visitors’ board.

It would seem all this pretty clear- 
ly -spélls out and defines Mr. Eisen- 
hewer'’s duty. Clearly it points to 
his duty not to be a candidate. 

With the staggering burdens of the 
presidency; with the ambiguity in 
the law concerning “inability” and 
who determines “inability” and when 
suth “inability” is determined, it 
would seem the President ought not 
to''cause the nation to take the 
chance on having no head of this 
Government while he is suffering 
from possible “inability.” 

The demands of the times, particu- 
larly with nuclear weapons and a 
“brink of war” diplomacy, dictate 
someone be on the job who knows he 
is on the job, 24 hours a day every 
day.

The Symington Warning 


Senator Symington of Missouri caps @ long 
series of criticisms of the Administration for a 
dilatory guided missile program with the decla- 
ration that Soviet Russia is ‘well ahead” of the 
United States in developing an intercontinental 
ballistic missile. Since he is a former Secretary 
of the Air Force and is a member of the impor- 
tant Senate Armed Services Committee, his 
words demand. the utmost consideration. _ He 
certainly should know whereof he speaks. 

The Missouri Senator says that Russia has 
fired a long-range ballistic missile “hundreds of 
miles farther” than anything the United States 
has been able to produce thus far. And he says 
that he makes this statement from positive 
knowledge. So it would be foolish not to take 
his statement with utmost seriousness. 

If the Defense Department is guilty of all the 
neglect and the “coasting along” on the guided 
missile program that Senator Symington alleges, 
Secretary of Defense Wilson has a lot to account 
for and President Eisenhower should see that an 
accounting is made. 

Back in early 1954 the Senate Appropriations 
Committee charged that the guided missiles pro- 
gram was “disorganized” and gave Secretary 
Wilson several months in which to straighten out 
matters and report back. The report, when it 
finally was made after long delay, was stamped 
“Secret.” 

Since that report there have been many 
charges by members of Congress and military 
men and scientists to the effect that the United 
States is lagging and also that confusion exists. 
Among critics is Senator Jackson of Washington, 
also a member of the Armed Services Committee, 
who warned last week that the Soviets might 
be first with a 1500-mile intermediate missile. 
If so, he said, the balance of world military 
power would shift against the West. 

Major interest in the missile field has been 
centering on the intercontinental missile, which 
most scientists and military men assert may turn 
out to be the ultimate weapon. Some say that 
such a weapon, equipped with atomic warhead 
and traveling at 16,000 miles an hour, might be 
achieved in as short a time as five years. 

The immediate danger is that Soviet Russia 
may use the long-range missile it now possesses 
—once it is in full production—to threaten 
our allies in Europe. After that it may develop 
the missile into a true intercontinental weapon 
against which there now is no known defense. 
If Russia should beat the United States in this 
race it would have a powerful ace in the hole. 

Senator Symington recognizes these dangers 
when he urges an all-out effort in this country, 
seven days a week, night and day, to recapture 
the lead in the guided missile race. The Senate 
Armed Services Committee should take heed of 
his warnings and, if necessary, call Secretary 
Wilson before it. 

Senator Symington served the cause of peace 
in his “Meet the Press” interview also by under- 
scoring the necessity of “waging peace’ and 
he rightly enough saw no conflict in being on 
guard militarily and sponsoring at the same time 
a proposal for eventual disarmament. All the 
while an adequate defense deters potential ag- 
gressors, the goal of the United States should 
be to win a permanent peace through the chan- 
nels of negotiation and international agreement. 
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To Meet the Maline Creek Menace 

Tuesday is a day of opportunity for citizens of 
the 17 north St. Louis county communities 
through which flow the polluted waters of Ma- 
line Creek. They can actually do something 
about this menace to health and blight on prop- 
erty values. 

All that is necessary is for them to approve a 
modest $1,700,000 bond issue for construction of 
a six-mile trunk sewer. A two-thirds favorable 
vote is required. That will set in motion the gov- 
ernmental machinery to solve their problem. 

The outcome of the Maline Creek election is 
of considerable interest throughout the metro- 
politan area. Pollution of the creek is the most 
serious public health problem in St. Louis coun- 
ty. Flies, insects and even rats breeding in and 
around the creek can carry disease many miles. 

If the bond issue is approved construction of 
the sewer can begin in April and be campleted 
within a year. That will be none too soon. 
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Aid Report From the Philippines 

One of the most frequent questions asked 
about American foreign aid, Point 1V and so on 
is, “What good does it do?” 

Item: 315 farmers’ co-operative credit and 
marketing associations organized with 139,000 
members in the Philippines, where usury and 
tenancy were the rule. Item: Subdivision of 
public lands creating 170,000 new family-sized 
farms in the islands. Item: 38 agricultural, 33 
trade and 9 normal schools organized. Item: 
Malaria reduced 80 per cent in three years; 59 
hospitals rehabilitated since the war, 244 rural 
health units equipped. Item: An Industrial 
Development Center is advising Filipinos on 
diversification and modernization of industry. 
Item: New liberal labor legislation passed and a 
Labor Education Center set up for union leaders. 
Item: Nine new coal districts surveyed and 
coal production increased 60 per cent. Item: A 
new modern budget system established for the 
Philippine Government. Item: 295 miles of new 
roads ready, 1000 miles being improved. 

These are only some of the measures estab- 
lished or promoted by the United States Inter- 
nationgl Co-operation Administration with the 
help of the Filipinos. To this program, America 
has contributed $110,000,000; the Filipinos $145,- 
000,000.

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Secretary Humphrey vs. the President 

lt must be the common hope that for a long, 
long time the United States will be so solidly 
prosperous that there will be no need for con- 
sumer credit controls and other restrictive meas- 
ures for dealing with trouble, either inflationary 
or deflationary. Yet it is the lesson of experi- 
ence that while hoping for the best, one should 
be prepared for the worst. So it is surprising 
to find Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey op- 
posing stand-by controls over installment buying. 

His argument that the Government takes on “a 
lot of responsibility when you tell 157,000,000 
people what they can afford to buy” is a weak 
one, Such reasoning could be used, for example, 
to eliminate margin restrictions in the buying of 
stocks. The real purpose of stand-by controls is 
to enable the Government to prevent a danger- 
ous over-extension of credit. 

Especially remarkable about Mr. Humphrey’s 
attitude is the fact that the President apparently 
recommended credit control authority as “desir- 


‘able” and “useful” even though “present condi- 


tions do not call for the use of such authority.” 
That was in the economic message. In line with 
the President's policy of submitting recommen- 
dations to those af his Administration most con- 
cerned, one wonders whether Mr. Humphrey has 
changed his mind about stand-by controls in the

‘ator Case, South Dakota Republican, that a 


last few weeks or whether he opposed the Pres- 
ident’s prudent counsel and was overruled. 
While four committee members agreed with 
Secretary Humphrey, two of them — Senator 
Flanders of Vermont and Senator Mills of Ar- 
kansas—said they thought President Eisenhower 
had asked for the controls. Senator Sparkman 
felt that the economic message “indicates” 
that the President would like this authority. But 
Sefiator Watkins of Utah was quite sure that Mr. 
Eisenhower had asked that it be “studied” but 
not that it be accepted. Can it be that a recom- 
mendation may be sent to Congress without a 
clear meeting of minds as to its meaning? 
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Cockeyed Procedure on Gas 

Senate leaders have set a preposterous sched- 
ule for considering the natural gas bill. Major- 
ity Leader Johnson of Texas and Minority Lead- 
er Knowland of California agreed to vote on the 
bill first and then investigate the high pressure 
tactics used to promote it. 

Both Senators Johnson and Knowland are 
calling for an investigation of the report of Sen- 
law- 
yer interested in passage of the gas bill had 
given a friend of the Senator's $2500 for his 
campaign fund. 

This charge takes on added weight because of 
an admission from Attorney John M. Neff that 
he did exactly that. Mr. Neff irately demanded 
in a telegram whether Senator Case thought him 
“naive” enough to try to buy his vote for the 
gas-oil interests. But Mr. Neff’s ire also reveals 
that the lawyer did give the Case campaign fund 
$2500 and that the lawyer was and long had 
been interested in passage of the gas bill. 

Despite these revelations, and despite the call 
for investigation, the Senate plans to vote on the 
gas exemption measure quickly. At that rate 
this highly controversial legislative issue will 
be settled before the Senators, or the public, or 
millions of gas consumers who would be victims 
of the gas grab, can ask questions about the 
lobbying methods used in promoting it or about 
the propriety or legality of those methods. 

Those questions should be answered before 
the gas bill comes to a vote. It would be the 
reverse of common sense and public responsi- 
bility for the Senate to pass the gas bill and 
ask questions about its promotion later. And 
if questions of propriety are not answered before 
hand, the only purpose of the vote should be to 
kill the gas bill until the public can be told 
about the mechanics of the steamroller behind it. 
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Mr. Ladejinsky Turns Capitalist 

Of all the wry turns, the latest to involve the 
Government's agricultural expert, Wolf Lade- 
jinsky, is the wriest. In December, 1954, Mr. 
Ladejinsky was fired by Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson because Mr. Benson found him a security 
risk with “Communist leanings.” The dismissal 
touched off a bitter battle with many of Mr. 
Ladejinsky’s friends coming to his defense. The 
result was that the Eisenhower Administration 
found a place for the Russian-born agriculturist 
in the overseas aid program in sensitive Viet 
Nam. Some six months later Secretary Benson 
grudgingly withdrew his charges. 

Now Mr. Ladejinsky 1s in hot water again. 
This time it is not because of “Communist lean- 
ings,” but because he is practicing capitalism to 
the extent of investing his money. While on a 
visit to Formosa he put $3000 in a glass com- 
pany. Unfortunately the company received fi- 
nancial assistance from the United States Gov- 
ernment. Thus Mr. Ladejinsky became the 
center of a “conflict of interest.” 

It seems quite clear there was no intent what- 
ever to profit because of a position inside the 
Government. If there is a conflict of interest, 
here, it is purely technical. For Mr. Ladejinsky’s 
conflict of interest to have been similar to that 
of former Air Force Secretary Talbott, he would 
have had to push the Formosa company in the 
competition for Government favors or contracts. 

If a thorough investigation shows a serious 
breach, Mr. Ladejinsky’s latest dismissal must 
stand. If not, it ought to be possible by chang- 
ing his assignment to continue to get the good 
from his services. He has disposed of the dis- 
puted stock, as ICA Spokesman Caldwell an- 
nounces. After all Mr. Ladejinsky is a career 
public servant with an excellent record. 
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A Slum Clearance Reminder 

St. Louis officials who are responsible for the 
planning of slum clearance and redevelopment 
might profitably write themselves a note, for 
future reference, based on the Jan. 29 issue 
of PICTURES. 

Two pages were devoted to photographs of his- 
torical buildings still.standing in St. Charles, and 
they were a refreshing reminder that every com- 
munity needs to preserve specimens of its past 
architecture. Yet this aim often clashes with the 
equally essential task of tearing down slums for 
redevelopment. How to reconcile the two? 

It seems to us that if somebody in authority 
took the trouble, he could plan the early stages 
of a redevelopment project in such wise that 
some of the best samples of old buildings could 
be saved and rehabilitated instead of being razed 
with the rest. Just one string of fine old row- 
houses which catch the spirit of some past 
decade might be worth preserving, and by good 
planning could be preserved without impairing 
redevelopment. 

Let us have the new, yes; but not all traces of 
the old need be obliterated. 
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Special Counsel—or Secrecy 

What reasonable objection can there be to the 
use of special counsel to defend the Government 
in the $3,500,000 damage suit brought against it 
by the Dixon-Yates syndicate? 

The Senate Judiciary Committee, which is con- 
sidering the proposal for special counsel, is re- 
ported deadlocked. The proposal was made by 
Senators Kefauver of Tennessee, O'Mahoney of 
Wyoming and Anderson of New Mexico, the last- 
named-chairman of the Senate-House Committee 
on Atomic Energy. 

If special counsel is not used, Attorney Gen- 
eral Brownell and General Counsel William 
Mitchell of the Atomic Energy Commission will 
be responsible for overseeing the defense. Yet 
both were parties to the negotiations, and the 
Government’s defense is based on the possibility 
that the criminal code was violated in the course 
of those negotiations. 

Both Mr. Brownell and Mr. Mitchell, further- 
more, have publicly expressed the opinion that 
the contract was valid. Would it not be embar- 
rassing to them to argue now that the contract is 
invalid, as the Government is contending? 


We should think Mr. Brownell and Mr. Mitch-' 


ell would be the first men to want to be relieved 
of this contradictory position. 

Rejection of the proposal for special counsel 
‘could only serve to keep bottled up the essential 
and. so-far-hidden facts that should be brought 
out at the trial. Can there be members of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee who are more inter- 
ested in preventing these disclosures than they 
are in an adequate pleading of the Government's 
defense against this $3,500,000 lawsuit?

Senator Symington tells colleagues that Administration balances 
budget by reducing nation’s military strength; cites cuts in each 
service; Senator Hennings urges Democrats to back Eisenhower

From Recent Addresses to the United States Senate by Senators 
Stuart Symington and Thomas C, Hennings Jr. of Missouri 


Senator Symington: 


The most highly publicized feature of 
the President's budget message was 
its prediction that the budget would be 
balanced during the year 1956. 

If these figures turn out to be accu- 
rate, there will have been a shift from 
a $4,200,000,000 deficit last year to a 
$200,000,000 surplus this year. 

Now, despite all the talk about our 
determination to increase our military 
strength, let’s look from whence came 
this ability to obtain suddenly a bal- 
anced budget in 1956—and any Ameri- 
can who believes it 
important for his 
country to remain 
free should be in- 
terested in the fol- 
lowing facts: 

To get this bal- 
anced budget this 
year, expenditures 
for combat aircraft 
are being reduced 
over a billion dol- 
lars. 

You have heard 
a lot of talk recent- 
ly about our inabil- 
ity to compete with = §icart Symington 
the Communists on 
a quantity basis; and that therefore we 
must excel in quality, especially tech- 
nological quality. 

But in order to achieve this balanced 
budget in 1956, expenditures for defense 
research and development have been 
cut $27,000,000. 

This is not all. Although we now ad- 
mit that the Soviets are far ahead of us 
under the sea, to achieve this balanced 
budget in 1956, we are cutting our Navy 
$300,000,000. 

Despite the steady heavy reductions 
in the Army over the past three years, 
in order to achieve this balanced budget, 
we are cutting Army expenditures some 
$390,000,000. 

We have heard a lot of talk and read 
a lot about being able to cut the Army 
and Navy and Marines because of the 
growing importance of airpower. 

Nevertheless, in order to achieve a 
balanced budget in 1956, we are now 
cutting the expenditures for the Air 
Force more even than for the Army and 
Navy—$450,000,000. 

What have been the favorable devel- 
opments in our international relations, 
what have been the build-ups in the 
military strength of our allies, that 
make it possible to further reduce our 
expenditures for security during 1956? 


Military Strength Is Cut 


All this is even more interesting be- 
cause of testimony given the Senate in 
secret session stressing the almost un- 
believable build-up in Communist air 
and sea strength in recent months. Their 
ground strength has long been known. 

Anybody who has even casually stud- 
ied this problem knows that if these re- 
ductions are made this year, they will 
have to be made up next year—unless 
the announced goals are changed. 

But a year lost in military strength 
can never be made up. 

Isn't it interesting to note that where- 
as the expenditures for each of the 
services are being reduced in 1956, 
plans to increase them are announced 
for 1957? 

Despite all these conditions, we con- 
tinue to cut our expenditures for na- 
tional security and show that in a docu- 
ment which can be obtained by the 
Soviet Embassy for nothing. 

This Administration has boasted, and 
no doubt will continue to boast, that it 
has achieved a balanced budget despite 
a tax reduction. 

It is crystal clear that this has been 
done in one way and one way only— 
by reducing military strength,

Senator Hennings: 


The President in his State of the 
Union message asked the Congress to 
enact legislation permitting long-range 
planning in our foreign aid programs. 
He asked the Congress to grant the 
Executive a limited authority to make 
commitments to some of the under-de- 
veloped countries, now the primary tar- 
gets for Russian Communist aggression, 
which will involve expenditure of money 
for a considerable number of years. 


Many thoughtful people, including dis- 
tinguished members of this body, have 
questioned the advisability of long range 
commitments in foreign aid. 

By making long range authorizations, 
however, the Congress does not lose 
control of the situation. The Congress, 
through its power over annual appropri- 
ations for all foreign aid programs, may 
and will carefully scrutinize the prog- 
ress of such programs. 

I favor the granting of that request 
of the President's. I hope the President 
and his advisers and that fraction of 
the Republican party members of Con- 
gress who are willing to follew this 
sound public policy will stand firm 
against any attempts to compromise, 


Aid for a War-Battered World 


I want to congratulate the 17 House 
Democrats for their statesmanship in 
announcing their support of the general 
aims of the President and I wish to as- 
sociate myself with their position. It 
would be unfortunate indeed if remarks 
or interviews by the Secretary of State, 
which have beyond doubt been tactless, 
should impair the strength of a truly bi- 
partisan foreign policy in defense of 
the interests of the Free World. 

I would like to point out to some of 
my Democratic colleagues, who have 
perhaps been overly impressed by some 
shortcomings in our foreign aid pro- 
gram, that the long range planning of 
it was inherent in the Marshall Plan, in 
the establishment of the original Eco- 
nomic Co-operation Agency, and in 
other Democratic efforts to save this 
war-battered world of ours from Com- 
munist capture. 

I know it may annoy some of my fel- 
low Democrats when the President and 
Mr. Dulles speak of the need of this 
country to “wake up to the need of 
long term planning.”

Everyone familiar with Soviet aims 
and tactics knows 
the struggle is to be 
a long one, and will 
require the utmost 
flexibility in our 
foreign policy to 
meet whatever 
challenge may 
arise. Our enemies 
plan for years 
ahead, and if we 
fail to do so we 
hand them an ad- 
vantage in a strug- 
gle we. know will 
tax all our own 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr, best efforts, . and 

those of other na+ 
tions in the Western, world. 


‘We should congratewlate ourselves, I 
really believe, that the struggle for the 
next little while, at least, appears to be 
one waged in the economic field instead 
of by armed conflict. 

All that we need in any conflict with- 
in the economic field is the ability to 
plan the use of our natural resources, 
combined with the.initiative and scien- 
tific skills of our people, over a long- 
term period. It is for a limited and rea- 
sonable authority to do this that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower is asking. I hope sin- 
cerely his request will be granted. 


Between Book Ends 


Peripatetic & Garrulous 


ADVENTURES IN PARADISE, by Willard Price. 

(John Day, 309 pgs., $5.) 

Tahiti and beyond—Samoa, Fiji, Cook: 
and other Islands—frame the most. re- 
cent rovings of the indefatigable and 
garrulous Willard Price. Author of some 
20 travel books, one of them appropri- 
ately entitled “I Cannot Rest From 
Travel,” Mr. Price has the knack of 
cramming scads of information into 
every page and yet leavening the load 
of learning with a quip. 

He never attempts to be pondefuus, 
but scholarly documentation would. he 
less effective than his chatty revélatiia 
that Maori clerks who work side by site 
with New Zealand whites in the Cook 
Island must cross the road to use Jim 
Crow sanitary facilities. 

Mr. Price has an abundance of the 
traveler's most essential equipment,-.a 
sense of humor, as evidenced by his 
comment that in Tahiti his thatch hut 
had running cold water and walking 
hot water (brought in jugs from a near- 
by hotel). He blithely relates a nearly 
fatal encounter with an octopus, about a 
half-grown one with tentacles only the 
length of an adult boa constrictor. And, 
Says he, tangling with eight boa con- 
strictors: would just about describe it. 

Comedy lightens tragedy in an ac 
count of one Mr. Jennings in the Sa- 
moan area who owns a dougnnut-shape 1 
island so low that uccasionzally it goes 
underground—er, I mean, underwater. 
Jennings, coming home on his copra 
boat, is mighty disconcerted when this 
happens and has to wait around until 
the dern island surfaces. 

All this Mr. Price relates with -such 
gusto that I suspect he envies Mr. Jen- 
nings’s precarious but exciting existence. 
Truly an adventurer, Price has par- 
taken of Samoan kava tea, made from 
ground-up roots kneaded by hand. “If 
the operator’s hands were not pristine 
when he began they are bound to be 


clean when he has finished,” . Price 
comments. 

To room - service, blonde - and - bottle 
tvpe of travelers “Adventures in Para- 
dise” is (or are) a boon. The author's 


unquenchable curiosity and lively 4de- 
piction of minutiae will give you a feel: 
ing of actually being on the islands, 
without the hazard of getting ptomaine 
or perchance causing a shark or octopus 
to get it in the process of devouring 
you.

THE MAIN REASON is simply that old movies are 


old. The other night I was watching on “Famous Film & 
Festival” the movie “In Which We Serve,” produced, sf 
written, directed by and starring Noel Coward. It won ; 
an’ Academy Award when it was first shown in 1942 3 
and it’s still a pretty good movie. But I doubt that & 
it would win an Academy Award today. The war, # 
which was then only beginning, is long since over; i 
the emotions aroused by this drama of a ship and its 
men are greatly diminished by time and perspective. 
In the heat of war, it seemed a great picture; now 
that the shooting is long over, it just seems a pretty 
good one. 

Attitudes change; mores change; contemporary 
problems change; acting styles change; fashions in 
dialogue and even play structures change; everything 
changes—but the old movies are frozen in time, un- 
changeable.

Similarly, “On 
the Waterfront,” which tackled a contemporary prob- 
« lem with fresh and challenging techniques in acting 
and direction, might very well—20 years from now— 
seem almost like a burlesque on itself. (As a matter 
|; of fact, Marlon Brando’s particular style of acting in 
this epic has almost become a burlesque already, what 
with all the neo-Brandos doing it, too.

ON THE OTHER HAND, take a recent “Studio 
* One” live production called “A Public Figure.” This

> almost ruined by a smear magazine, It wasn’t really 
é a very good play but it had impact. The smear maga- 

zines are strictly a postwar phenomenon, and this 
was the first thing I’ve seen on television tackling this # 
particular problem. A TV producer, in short, just by : 
being up-to-the-minute, has an awful jump on almost 
any old movie because he's dealing in things the 
public is currently interested in. 

Pictures are not so much a competitor to live en- © 
tertainment as an alternative to it. Instead of having i 
to choose between Mil 1 | 
comedians —or between Montgomery and “Studio & 
One”—two live dramas—we now have an entirely & 
different choice. Many a viewer will welcome it. 
Films will give a third network a chance to survive 
against the intrenched superiority of the first two 
and films will give the independent :stations, which 
have been having a rough time of it against the net- 
works, a crevasse to operate in. Just as some radio 
stations made out quite well just spinning records 
year in, year out, so could some TV stations spinning

It's Best to Look Before You Buy 


Suggestions Ranging From Baby Books to Classics—And Classics Can Be Dull

It’s intended to help readers 
build their own basic library. 
A our office a few weeks ago. 

We had published a book 
of inspirational articles by the 
late Fulton Oursler, entitled 
“Lights Along the Shore.” The 
customer had sent for the book 
sight unseen, and contents un- 
known. 

Believe it or not, he wanted 
and expected a book of coast- 
wise navigation! 

I don’t mean to imply that 
the list printed with this ar- 
ticle will deceive you. Far from 
it. Every book is a good, solid, 
worthwhile value. But if you 
can, examine the books your- 
self at your bookseller’s. Every 
shopper prefers to see what he 
or she is buying, and books are 
no exception. 

With millions of babies being 
born every year and the aver- 
age family getting larger, I 
didn’t go too far out on a limb 
by including a baby care book 
in the list. “Spock” is a house- 
hold word these days, and 
“What does Spock say?” is as 
common as “Hello.” 

You may not have: known, 
however, that there is a hard- 
bound, permanent edition of 
Spock. Most young parents buy 
the expendable 85-cent pocket 
book edition; many buy several, 
for upstairs and down—and for 
the glove compartment. 

Use your own judgment, but 
you aren't familiar with

Spock, you'll appreciate not only 


his medical advice and specific 
instructions for child care, but 


also his complete understanding 


of the worries, 
certainties that 
young parents. 

The two fine Gesell books 
concentrate on behavior and 
emotional problems of children 
rather than on care, feeding and 
medical advice. Spock and 
Gesell, in that order, are the 
big names today in the field of 
baby care and child behavior. 

I have assumed you'd be in- 
terested in a baby book. My 
other rash assumption is that 
you attend meetings. Almost 
does these days, 
whether it’s the P.-T.A., a 
church group, a civic associa- 
tion, a political meeting or a 
formal office conference. 

“Robert’s Rules of Order” {is 
the book you should study and 
take with you to settle questions 
of parliamentary procedure. It’s 
as good as law. 

Two magnificent introductory 
books are on this list. Will 
Durant’s “The Story of Philoso- 
phy” is warmly human and in- 
tensely absorbing. It has been 
read from cover to cover by 
millions who had thought of 
philosophy as “over my head.” 

Gombrich, too, this time in 
art, leads us gently by the hand 
from the very beginnings to the 
present, with hundreds of illus- 
trations. Would that every field 
of knowledge were as well cov- 
ered with simple, comprehen- 
sive histories. (“The Story of 
Art”). 

The classic commonly called 
“Bulfinch's Mythology” is in 
several editions including Mod- 
ern Library. A reference book 
dealing with Greek and Roman 
gods and goddesses, it can be 
read for pure enjoyment and 
has been, ever since it was pub- 
lished in 1855. If you have the 
space and the extra cash for 
two books, you will also like 
Edith Hamilton’s more recent 
(1942) volume, “Mythology.” 

Let's leave the list, which can 
stand by itself, and do a little 
roving. We haven't by any means 
exhausted the possibilities in 
general reference books, but 
you have a good base. You'll 
want to add to that base, books 
on other general subjects—the 
drama for instance, or ballet, 
foreign language dictionaries 
perhaps, books of proverbs, 
short-story collections. 

Science hasn’t really been 
represented so far; you might 
even want a jokebook. (There's 
one called “10,000 Jokes, Toasts 
and Stories” that should fur- 
nish after-dinner anecdotes for 
years.) 

It's about time we thought a 
little about great classics of the 
past. Here's where you can get 
into trouble. Whatever you do, 
don’t let anyone convince you 
to buy and read dull classics 
because they are “masterpieces” 
or “monumental works.” 

That last expression is usual-

ly the tipoff that you won't en-- 


joy the book. Even Shakespeare 
can be ruined for you if you 
start out with a tedious play 
like “Timon of Athens.” Try 
“Macbeth” first if you haven't 
read Shakespeare for some time.

“classics” wrote such trash just 
as good writers today dash off

a potboiler now and then to 
make a few easy dollars. The 
surest way to lose all interest 
in reading would be to set for 
yourself the goal of reading 
everything a writer turned out. 

Don’t set any fixed goals in 
your reading. Be flexible. Buy 
only classics that you know are 
readable because your friends 
have enjoyed them or because 
some authority has said they 
are and you have confidence in 
him. Here again your booksell- 
er will be a great help to you, 
and so will a little browsing 
through the books on the coun- 
ter. You can tell in a few sec- 
onds or minutes whether a book 
will be dull. 

I doubt, for instance, that you 
would enjoy Boswell’s “Life of 
Samuel Johnson,” although it is 
probably the most famous bi- 
ography ever written. On the 
other hand, Emil Ludwig’s “Na- 
poleon” is a vividly written bi- 
ography that captures the imag- 
ination. 

Lytton Strachey, who wrote a 
biography of Queen Victoria 
that is considered a landmark 
in that field, was the first to 
write about royalty and say 
what he pleased. The startling 
frankness and penetrating hu- 
mor of Strachey’s account cre- 
ated a sensation. If you don’t 
expect too much _ excitement 
from what I’ve just said, you'll 
like this book and you will learn 
a lot about a fabulous period in 


history.

T isn't always possible to put 
| an elongated top across two 

chests and thus come up with 
a dressing table, because the 
chests are too tall. But there 
is another way to accomplish 
the same results.

It has no legs and is 
quite like a box, has a lid that 
raises to reveal a mirror and is 
suspended between two chests 
by wide straps of brass.

Saving Money on Building 
Things. 

E ran across a case the 
W citer day of a chap who 

built himself a storage wall 
for his living room and when he 
got the bill from the lumber 
yard for the various materials 
he blew his top—gave away all 
his tools and moved into a hotel 
so he'd never be tempted to 
build anything again. 

What he had done, of course, 
is something a lot of us are also 
guilty of—used the highest 
grades of lumber and plywood 
on the market, overbuilt and 
failed to take advantage of the 
many excellent and inexpensive 
wood substitutes. 

For example, he used expen- 
sive hardwood plywoods which 
were later coated with paint. 
The less expensive fir plywood 
with only one face free from 
flaws would have been just as 
suitable for his purpose. 

For the shelving and trim 
he used select-lumber when he 
could just as well of got along 
with the less expensive grades. 
While these do contain knots 
and the better grades don’t, the 
knots don’t show after they are 
painted and even if the wood 
is to be stained, the knots can 


become a very attractive fea- 
ture. 
To make his material costs 


even higher he used one-half 
inch plywood for the back of 
this cabinet when hardboard 
would have been just as suit- 
able for keeping out dust and

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dirt and would have . provided 
the necessary amount of sup- 
port. 

‘Most of us are guilty of over- 
building. We use stock that is 
several times heavier than ac- 
tually required and then we 
proceed to make matters even 
worse by fastening the pieces 
together with a screw here and 
a nail there. It would be far 
better to use lighter stock and 
fasten the pieces together prop- 
erly with both screws and glue. 
We'd end up with more solid 
results and we wouldn’t have 
run up a huge Jumber bill.

“The hairs in their beard con- 
tain a chemical keratin, which makes them as 
tough as copper wires. This must be dissolved before you 
Can get a good close shave.”

HERE IS HER RECIPE for a good shave: 

“First, wash the face thoroughly in soap and hot water 
to get rid of the grit and start dissolving the keratin. This 
should take at least a minute and a half. The shaving lather 
should be brushed on vigorously for three minutes, to soak 
the beard thoroughly and dissolve the rest of the keratin. 

“Keep the razor wet while shaving. Hold the razor at 
a 20-to-30-degree angle (a flat-topped razor is best: it is 
set at a 25-degree angle), and shave with short, firm strokes. 

“If you have a tender skin, use cool water in applying 
the lather.

“Always shave toward the chin, where the beard is 
thickest. Shave against the grain only when clearing up 
the rough spots. After shaving, apply an antiseptic talcum 
powder. Clean the razor but don't dry the blade. Let it 
dry itself. It will stay sharp longer.”

SOME 8-year-old boys are like that. Their chief in- 
terest is in hard outdoor play, fun without restrictions 
They chafe under restriction and throw it off whenever 
they can do so. They must be trained in order and neat- 
ness, but one must not make this a fetish. 

A daily inspection of just one: phase of the difficulty 
should be made regularly and a reward given him prompt- 
ly when he does well.

But the project offered a 
challenge and he went along. 
Price, a huge, genial, joke- 
cracking, powerful looking man, 
is superintendent of South Da- 
kota’s Custer State Park and, 
despite his assertion that an ex- 
pert is only a darn fool away 
from home, is widely recognized 
as a leading authority on 
buffalo. 

Custer State Park, 107 square 
miles, is the home of the largest 
bison herd in the United States 
and Price has been credited 
with building the herd from 
about 500 up to its present num-

We asked Price how he got to 
be a buffalo expert and he said 
he just naturally had to, in the

Price was a ranch lad who 
among other things was a rail- 
road worker, a blacksmith and 
a city policeman in Pierre, 5. 2. 
before graduating from the FBI 
school. He then worked for the 
state as top law enforcement 
agent out of the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office. He remains a spe- 
cial agent. 
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rector of the vast park. “So,” 

he said, “I had to learn about 
buffalo, and fast.” 

Price, widely known in South 
Dakota, hired men who knew 
about buffalo; some of them 
grizzled range veterans and 
others newcomers trained in 
livestock raising. He applied 
modern animal husbandry meth- 
ods. The herd prospered. 

It prospered so well, in fact, 
that each year now the herd 
must be reduced by several 
hundred head because 1500 is 
the maximum which the graz- 
ing grounds will support. So, 
any conservation-minded folk 
worried about the killing of a 
few buffalo in “The ~ Last 
Hunt” may rest assured it 
would have happened anyhow 
Some 500 head were butchered 
in 1955, alone, as part of the 
reduction program.

A Difficult 
Problem of 
Broken Home 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK. 

HAVE a letter from a young 
| woman in California who 

states a rather difficult prob- 
lem, and one that many other 
young women must have faced. 
Her story is this: 

Her husband one day an- 
nounced that he was going to 
Mexico on a short business trip. 
It turned out, however, that he 
wanted a divorce, and she dis- 
covered he had removed all his 
money from the state before 
leaving. 

They had two children, three 
and four years old, He agreed 
to pay her $250 a month for 
their care, but nothing for her. 
She is evidently not trained for 
any kind of work outside, and 
cannot make enough to pay for 
keeping the children in ade- 
quate surroundings if she is not 
at home. Neither is = she 
equipped, apparently, to get 
along on the allotted sum and 
eke it out in some way to make 
life more bearable for herself 
and the children. 

* * + 

THERE MUST BE hundreds 
of women meeting this same 
problem. My correspondent in- 
sists that it would be in the 
interests of the country if she 
could devote herself to the chil- 
dren and have the income which 
would make it possible for her 
to do so, but this is a solution 
hard indeed to achieve through 
Social Security or legislation. 

Yet with juvenile delinquency 
one of our greatest problems, 
keeping a mother at home with 
her children is an important 
consideration. Perhaps’. there 
should be some way of giving 
training and of making some ex- 
tra help available to achieve 
the results which mothers’ aid 
was originally designed to 
achieve. This is no easy prob- 
lem and I can well see that. it 
will require some of the best 
thinking of our social scientists. 


* * o 
I HAD ANOTHER letter tell- 
ing me about a project called 


“Flag and Friendships 
Exchanges.” This is one more 
effort “to draw the world to- 


gether in peace and understand- 
ing.” It has been praised by a 
number of officials in our coun- 
try as well as by the under sec- 
retary of the Ministry of Edu- 
cation in India. 

The idea is that students of a 
public high school in one coun- 
try exchange “flags and friend- 
ship” with the students of a 
public high school in a foreign 


country. There are ceremonies 
for the flag presentations, ex- 
changes of letters and of the 


work of the students, followed 
by visits from both schools and 
also teacher exchanges. 

About 25 such exchanges have 
already been carried out be- 


tween United States high 
schools and foreign high 
schools.
